SIR ISAAC NEWTON 
1 This special set of stamps, issued by the Post Office on 24th March, 1987 commemorate 
| the 300th anniversary of the publication of Sir Isaac Newton's great work, the Principia, 
| where he established the law of gravity. 
| The 18p stamp demonstrates the laws of science to be universal, whilst the 22p stamp 
shows why the planets of the solar system move in ellipses around the sun. Newton's 
pioneering work in light and colours is reflected on the 31p stamp, and the 34p stamp 
illustrates how a projectile is subjected to gravity and will orbit the planet iflaunched 
at sufficient speed. 
The issue was designed by Sarah Godwin and won for her a Royal Society of Arts 
Bursary Award, they were printed by photogravure in sheets of 100 stamps.
